It must afford great comfort to a devotional 
heart, to be allowed to cail God its Father.— 
The privilege of so doing, awakens a delight- 
ful sense of that endearing relationship which 
subsists between the Creator, aud the creature ; 
and gives birth to those devotional aspirations, 
and that holy gratitude, which annihilate all 
doubt, and place the worshipper at the foot of 
that throne, whose foundation is goodness, and 
whose occupant is Tove. . 

In prosperity, a sense of this relationship adds 
a zest to every enjoyment, and strength to eve- 
ry moral obligation. In adversity, it soothes 
the throbbing heart, and mitigates its Woes. It 
guards and guides our way ward feet, and serves 
to make our pilgrimage on earth comfortable, 
and oftentimes delightful. It raises our con- 
templative powers to the great source of all be- 
ing and happiness—adds dignity to human na- 
ture—and imparts the hope of heaven. 

The truth of any fact does n@gdepend upon 
our beliefior disbelief of it; yet i*is folly to 
jmagine that this relationship can afford; any 
happiness, unless we understand and believe 
that it does exist. The faét, to us, is useless 
until; we know it,—for so long as ignoratice 
pe the mind, the affections of the heart 
will remain in a state of alienation. ‘The invidl 
tation of divine mercy, therefore, is—“ acquaint 
now thyself with God, and be at peace.” In 
other words, we are required to learn that God 
is Our Father, that we are his children. and that 
all men are brothers, in order that we may re- 
spect him as such, and keep his command- 
ments, by loving our fellow beings. 

The importance of a timely recognition of 
the relation in which we stand to the Almighty, 
may be ascertained and propetly appreciated 
by attending to the following reflections.

It is as evident as any moral certainty éan 
be, that our most correct and useful opixions 
are the ‘fruits of education.

ed, as with. the mildew of death—when our 
earthly future has been dark, and forbidding— 
jwhen there was no heart feft to sympathize 
with us—when there was no soul left to melt 
at a recital of our woes ;—is it not fue, I say, 
that then, we have felt the force of the truth—- 
and the efficacy of the truth, that we had a 
friend in heaven, and that He is our.

It may be painful, but I trast it will be pro- 
fitable for us, to look back upon the scenes of 
adversity through which we may have passed 
that the yalue “of the truth I am labouring to 
inculcaté may be properly catimated and duly 
appreciated. 

Some of my hearers have been called to the 
bed-side of a dying child, to behold the last 
look, to hear the last expression of affection, to 
witness the last convulsive effort of expiring 
nature! And when the solemn conviction has 
been forced upon the mind that the loved one 
is no more—when the painful reality has found 
its way to a parent’s bleeding heart, and has 
opened the floed-gates of parental tenderness 
—O, thea, did it not mitigate the woe that can- 
not be expressed, to reflect, that the spirit 
which had “ shuffled off its mortal coil”? had 
gone from a world of trouble to the God who 
gave it, and that the Being into whose bogom 
it had fled, was its father, and our father? 

When the husband has looked upon the life- 
less form of the partner of his joys and his sox- 
rows, and has realized that the argel of his 
earthly paradise is no more—-when the reality 
bursts upon the mind with the solemnity of the 
eternal world, that her faithful heart.shall nev- 
er spain beat in unison with his own—that the 
mother of his children shall never 1n0re smooth 
his pillow with her plastic hand—that the bo- 
som which has been the sacred repository of his 
confidence has ceased to heave the §enerous 
gigh—and that the soul from which ascended 
the incense of prayer in his behalf has fled 
from earth to heaven—O, then, was there not 
some comfort to be derived from kneeling where 
she knelt—from praying where she prayed— 
and from addressing her Father and our Father ? 

Or, when the w'fe leans over the couch of 
her dying husband, and beholds the lamp of life 
flickering in its socket—or when she sees his 
once sturdy form and active limbs, prostrate, 
inanimate, and cold—and when she becomes 
painfully conscious of her forlorn situation, and 
casts a fond look upon her fatherless children, 
may we not presume that it will afford hersome 
comfort to reflect that God is the father of her 
fatherless babes, and a friend to the widowed 
heart ? 
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Or when our fathers and mothers, borne down 
with the weight of their years and - itifirmities, 
are called to a state of rest—when our last act 
of kindness has been done—when our last ef- 
fort has been made—and the last hope of their 
continuance is gone ; then it will afford us di+ 
vine comfort to know, and to feel, that we have 
yet a parent—* our Father which art, &c.”? 

And when, at last, we Ourséives are called 
upon to leave the world, and give up our claim 
upon its comfort, and relinquish our share of its 
vanities,-~when earthly things recede, and 
heaven opens to ourenraptured view—O, then 
may the joy be ours, of pronouncing the en- 
dearing name—* our Father !”— 

Much more might be said to show the im- 
portance ef having @ proper sense of the rela- 


. tionship which subsists between us and our 


Creator; but from these hints the attentive 
hearer will be enabled to pursue a train of re- 
flection which will supercede the necessity of 
a farther enlargement upon this interesting to- 
pick of our discouse 

In the 2nd place;—I may be allowed to ob- 
serve, that all mankind are required to recog- 
nize God as a Father. This is the plain 
import of our Saviour’s,instructions to those 
who listened to his inimitable sermon on the 
Mount. A multitude followed him ; and (o the 
multitude he said—* After this manner pray 
ye:” “ Our Father, &c.” 

These words, therefore, and with them the 
truth that all mankind are required to consider 
God as a Father, are put into our mouths. No 
intelligent being, however humble, or however 
sinful he or she may be, is, or can be, by any 
edict of man, exonerated from the duty thus 
enjoined. And more than all this,—there nev- 
er was; there never will be, a moment in our 
lives, nor in eternity, when we shall be, or 
have been, free fromthis obligation. God was 
our Father yesterday—he is our Father to day 
—he will be our Father forever! And what is 
true in relation to us, is true in relation to all 
mankind. And more ;—God is our Father as 
much at one time as at another; and though 
we may be ignorant of this divine, eternal, and 
endearing relationship, yet our ignorance ¢an 
neverdestroy it. True, our ignorance may se- 
riously effect our happivess ; it may deprive 
us of the joys and comforts of which 1 have 
spoken, but it can never make the truth a lie, 
nor the faithfulness of God of no effect. 

3rd. God is the Father of all mankind iy 
right of creation. He is entitled to that appel- 
Jation, and to all the honours of it, because, he 
hath created of one blood all the vations of the 
earth. Or as implied io the language of Mali- 
chi,—“ have we not all one father’ hath not 
ene God created us?” “ He made us and not 
We ourselves.” The same fact is s+t forth in 
the supply of oir temporal and spiritual wants, 
The invisible things of God, and the kindness 
of his nature are made known in the things 








that are made, even his eternal power and God- 
head. The provisions he bas made ‘for our 
comfort here, and the bounties of his grace ‘in 
a blissful hereafter, entitle him to our thanks 
and ceaseless gratitude’ He is indeed @ Fas 
ther and a friend, or he would not have bles- 
sed us with favours so large, afid benefactions* 
s0 free ! , \e 

But in the great work of redemption his pa- 
rental kindness and fatherly love in all 
the loveliness of aetive and imparti 

* He sent his Son, with power to save 
From guilt and da aud the grave.”— 

And thus, by an act’ angels to re- 
joice, he hath commended his love towards us, 
in that, while’ we were yet rman 
while neglecting his authority despising © 
his reproofs—while «alienated from him; and 
his enemies by wicked works——he sent his . 
to save us! It was in view of-all thi 
surprising goodness and amazing condescension 
that our Lord Jesus Christ, spon after he coms.” 
menced his labours of leve on ; 
our obligations to his God and owr God, to his 
Father and our Father! Det us then, love 
this truth by attending to the doctraal and 
practical influence to be drawn fromit—and 

1. If God is our Father, we need not fear 
that he will ever deny us a share of comfort 
here on earth. We have seen that he has bles- 
sed us, and judging of what we may , 
by what we have received, we ma ' 
that “‘He will never leave nor forsake us.” 
His tender mercies always have been—they 
are—they always will be, over all his works. 
He has from time out of mind, opened his hand 
and supplied the wants of every living thing: 
he will continue to be thus kind forever and 
ever. Yet, how prone we are to forget all this 
and murmur against his wise dispensations ! 
Though unable to fathom his goodness or soar 
in the amplitude of his love, we too often find 
fault with our fate, and complain against his 
munificent benefactions ! , 


Frail creatures though we are, we sometimes / 


think his mercies too small, mp = ers 
too \severe; and even while i to hisy 
for the breath we spend in our / 
impotent miuds presume to suggest plans‘ fer) 
the improvement of his wise economy! Letus 
remember, that it is the a al of _— 
ty Love to rule, and the pris of his chi 
drep to submit. Let us rest assured, hereafter, 
that God our Father will do that for his chil- 
dren which shall be for their good and his glory. 
2. Since God is our Father, he will afflict 
us no more than is for our greatest good. ‘True, 
it is hard to have our friends teken from us and 
borne to the silent tomb. ©, yes! it was hard 
to part with that dear child,—with that kind 
| a that affectionate sister—with 
iat beloved husband—with that lovely wife— 
with that venerated father—with that fond, 
loving mother! Nature, and affection, and feli- 
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gu itself, required that we should Jove them! which agt in heaven’ affiiet his offspring ; be- 


sywhere have they gone? We saw them: 
#old in death,—we closed their eyes,—we pro- | 
nounced their names, but they answered not;

8. If God is our Father, hie will never pynish 
‘s'any more than shall be for our good. This 
reposition is so evident and palpable a trath, 
Fnat Were it not for the erroneous impressions 
mankind haye received from false systems of 
' theology, I'should not be under the necessity 
© of saying any thing to prove it. As it is, my 
yemarks will be brief. 

Every parent knows, or ought to know, that 
punishment can never be justly inflicted on any 
other principle than for the benefit of the one 
punished. And every parent worthy of the 
name, would feel indignant to be aé¢cused of 
having Syerso me achild merely to gratify a 
spirit of cruelty or revenge. The difference 
between punishing for the benefit of the one 
punished, and punishing from motives of re- 
venge is great; and the distinction should be 
carefi ed by every inquirer after truth. 
In the er ease, every pang is designed to 
produce reformation, and is carefully adapted 
to that end ; in the latter, no regard is paid to 
| the welfare of the creature, and every blow is 
\ appreeiated by the satisfaction it aflords the 
ane who gives it. 

We have probably witnessed instances in 
whieh parents under the influence of anger and 
ignorance, have vented their malice upon their 
children ; and I venture to affirm, that none of 
us ever beheld such a scene, without feeling 
indignant at such conduct. Nothing can ever 
justify such an abuse of power, unless it should 
a that brutality is deed a characteristic 

uman nature. men, or the woman, 
who should be guilty of such conduct, would 
be-considered, and justly so, a disgrace to our 
species. 

- How, tben, can we excuse ourselves for say- 
tog-of God that he will punish his children 
eternally ? Will the best of al} parents do that 
whieh would the meapest and most 





unworthy of his ¢reatares ? Will “our Father 


ings whoare required to love him because he 
is lovely; to bless him because he is good ; to 
adore him beeause he is worthy of all adora- 
tion ; and to approach into his presence with 
thanksgiving aud prayer as they would come 
up before a kind earthly parent? Wil! such a 
being, J say, afflict or punish his offspring, upon 


| whom these obligations are made binding by 


his goodness, when he knows, and we know, 
and angels know, and devils know (if there be 
any) that such punishment. can never do any 
good ? It cannot be! One pang, other than our 
good requires, inflicted by a careless or revenge- 
ful hand, would shake the eternal throne % its 
eentre—would abrogate every moral rule, and 
driye the intellectual world to ruin and de- 
spair ! 

But the hearer may reply—‘ We are the 
Lord’s by right of creation, and his too, by right 
of redemption ; and being his creatures he has 
the right to do what he will with his own.” — 
But may I not ask—does power give the right 
to do wrong? If so, may not earthly. tyrants be 
justified on the same principle? Have parents 
the right to punish their children wunmereifully ? 
Have the rulers of the earth the right to inflict 
punishment when it can do vo good? If so 
what rights do the people enjoy ? 1 thank God 
the principle 1 am opposing has never been 
adopted in this county, and I pray Heaven it 
never may be. And again:—What authority 
have we for saying that we are the Lord’s by 
right of redemption, unless we are effectually, 
and of grace alone, redeemed from all the 
of sin, in the council of God ?, What claim has 
the Almighty upon our love, our gratitude, our 
obedience, our thanks, or our prayers, unless it 
is on the ground that he has first leved and re- 
deemed us? 


But it may be asked, has not our creator a 
right to punish us for his own glory ? Yes—em- 
phatically so. Yet it remains to be seen that 
it will be for his glory, to punish mankind any 
more than will be for their good. God’s glory 
ean never be promoted or secured by an act of 
injastice, any more than an earthly tyrant can 

in glory by acts of cruelty and oppression. 
A tyrant may obtain fame in this way; but 
such fame is the glory of infamy, and the curse 
of notoriety. Such wafton depredations upon 
the happiness of mankind can never be enti- 
tled to the approbation of good men. We may 
s| « dder before the power that can afflict, yet 
we cannot love that power nor the being who 
possesses it, whether it be God, or man. Out- 
ward obedience—or rather the appearance of 
it may be extorted ; but even while we bend 
beneath the lash of torture the soul would in- 
dignantly exclaini— bs

Hence, it will that our Saviour’s in- 
junetion rests upen the broad foundation of 
eternal and unpurchased love, resulting, as 
love necessarily Thust, in the greatest possible 
good of all its obj We are required to 
La Pg ott Father! that endearing name iff 
which we live; and more, and have our being! 
We are requited to approach hii, as wé would 
approach our own parents, with that holy faith 
in his gracious promises, ‘“ which works by 
love &e.” 

And more yet:—When we enter his courts 
with praise, or his gates with thanksgiving, 
and address him as “ our Father” we are re- 

ired to add—“ hallowed be thy name.”—
